It is hoped that we again may have the pleasure and benefit of a 
talk by you. Monday, September 26th, fits in very well with our pre- 
gram, and we hope that this date will prove convenient for you. As * 
subject we would suggest "National Intelligence Requirements and the 
C.I.A." 

You may recall that last year we had General Donovan here for
